She had a 
mantrained to take the measures and fit the 
corsets, and frequently she or her forewoman 
never saw the customers for whom they 
made corsets regularly. It is a very'paying 
business, for men rarely question the price 
of an article they wish to purchase, and 
men's corsets are always made to order and 
never kept in stock. A woman the shape of 
Ttub aad a woman the shape of a broomstick 
wffl bny the same make of corsets in different 
sizes and somehow fit herself into them; but 
if a man wants a corset at all ho -wants it to 
fit, and the cheapest ones made to order 


They do not differ materially from a wom- 


an's corset in construr-tion, being made of the 
tame material, only with heavier bones and 
stronger steels. They differ very materially

Everywhere in California during the 


Snoini;r months gardua vegetables are 
raised by irrigation. In the Full, Winter 
and Spring months, in most parts of the 
State, they require no irrigation, except 
such as they get from the natural rainfall. 
S-J with sttawberrijs; this fruit is univer- 
sally irrigated. In Santi Clara county 
a-one it is claimed thero are 1,500 acres nf 
land cultivated in berries, all of which are 
irrigated; and that there are over 500 acres 
cultivated in garden vegetables, which ara 
aUo irrig'itad.

jave and Yuma deserts, Sierra anu Honey 
Lake valleys, making .13,000,000 acres of 
irrigable land in California. 


The area of watershed outside of the lands 


to be irrigated is estimated at about thrue 
and a half square miles to each square mile 
of iaud to ba irrigated. 


The advantage of irrigation is two-fold: 


First, the water is applied at n time when 
thn ground is in snt-h a condition that the 
f^rain or tho fruit-trees will get the full 
benefit of all that is run upon the laud; uiid, 
second, where inigalion is practiced there 
are no droughts. 
la California, from about the middle of 


May unlil the last of Ootobar, we have to 
rains. During this period grain is har- 
vested. 


The use of water is often more valuable 


for fruit-growing than for gtuul! grains. 
Fruit is more valuable and the irrigation of 
orchards iB more readily accomplished Hum 
the irrigHtiou of tho small gtaitis. 
The 


practice is to run water in small ditches be- 
tween tbe tows of trees about once a month, 
commencing in June and ending in Sep- 
tember. When, after allowing the water to 
flow through thesa BUI nil ditches, put in 
the cultivator, »tfr up the ground anew, so 
that the evaporation will not be rxpicl aurl 
the ground \?ill not settle down and become 
hard. 


Up to this time no gmpn vines or or- 


ch-irds have been irrigated in any of the 
counties of Slut'i Clura, Alame.ilu, Contra 
Costa, Solauo, Sonoimi, Muriu or Napa, 
and tbe fruit trees nud the vines grow 
there with great 'uiunanue, ntjd produce 
abundantly.
